OTTAWA (BUP)—The navy 
estimated it would cost. more 
than $84,000 a week to maintain 
the Korean 
war but said this was a 
drop the bucket compared 
with their original assignment.

7HATEVER the immediate outcome of 

the military operations in Korea, it 
is already clear that the act of aggres- 
sion which was committed on June 25 
has completely changed the character 
and setting of world politics.

One of the first, and 
perhaps the most far-reaching, of its 
effects is its impact on the United Na- 
tions.

THE GRIM position of United States 

troops in South Kored took only 
a temporary turn for the better as.the 
result of a Siccessful Withdrawal to new 
defence lines just south of the Kum 
Riyer, which forms a difficult obstacle 
at. the North Korean 
invaders, 


This operation was the culmination 


_of what Gen. MacArthur’s headquarters 


describes as “one of the most skilful 
and heroic holding and rearguard ac 
tions in history.” Its purpose was to pro- 
vide time ‘fomthe movement of reinforce- 
ments. 

The story of that fighting withdrawal 
is an epic. About 1,600 Americans had 
fought 18,000 North Koreans who were 
supported by heavy Russian-built tanks. 
This meant 10 to 1 odds—odds which 
at times swelled to about 20 to 1. 

American losses appear to be remark- 
ably small for such a fight. A Com- 
munist broadcast ciaimed that 700 were 
killed and 200 captured, but MacArthur 
last night gave tne figure as 42 killed, 
190 wounded and 256 missing. 

Of course the successful crossing to 
the south bank of the Kum doesn't mean 
that the battle is finished—not by a long 
shot. The crossing is difficult but even 
as this was written the North Koreans 
were preparing for a fresh attack. In 
anticipation of this, allied planes had 
been bombing the Red supply trains 
north of the river. 

Stil, the successful withdrawal to the * 
south bank of » river could represent 
the. turning point in what—thus-far has 
been a most unequal conflict. American 
reinforcements and war supplies are cen- 
verging on Korea.

BABY ATOM BOMBS 
Winnipeg Free Press 

The announcement that the United 
States has perfected a “baby atom bomb” 
is said in Washington to be the biggest 
military news since the war. It has 
greatly altered al] military calculations 
and greatly improved the chance of west- 
ern Europe to defend-itself against a 
vastly superior ground force. 

The “baby” bomb can be carried by a 
light jet bomber or fitted into a guided 
missile. It can be used speedily and ac- 
curately against infantry concentrations. 
Since Russia's strength lies mainly in 
vast concentrations of ground troops it is 
highly vulnerable to the new weapon. 

Facing the danger of atomic attack 
on its front ranks, Russia must re-cal- 
culate the logistics ot a western invasion.
